Tho "«us'' Uiblo 
was printed in London, in insi ; and re- 
ceived its nickname from the faol, that 
Psalm sci. ">, was translated, "Thou shall 
not need to bo ufraid for anv Bugge.s by 
night."

of, as in our version, 


"Afraid for the terror by night.'' 


Tho "Breeches " Bible was printed in 


Geneva, in !">(;(> ; nnd is so callod from Gen. 


iii. 
7, being translated, "They sowed figl 


loaves 
together, 
and 
mado themselves 


breeches," instead of aprons, as iu our ver- 
sion. 
,.. The "Treacle" Bible was printed iu liifis ; 
and in it, Jeremiah viii. L'L', roads, "Is thoro 
no treacle in Gilead," etc., instead of balm. 
In KiOII, this word was changed to "Itosin/1 
and so camo tbo name of tho "Kosin" Bible ; 
and in Kill, Ibis last word was changed for 
"balin," as now. 


The "Ho" Bible, printed in Hil 1, takes its 


name from an error in Both iji. in, "Ho 
measured six measures of barlov nnd laid it 
on her, and ho went iuto tho city," when 
tho word should have beon "she went into 
the city," otc. 


The "Wicked" Bible was printed in 1t«)l, 


and was so-unmed from its omitting tho 
word "not" from tbo seventh command- 
ment, runkiug it read, "Thou shall commit 
adultery" ; nnd this extraordinary omission 
occurred again in n German edition of 17;!2; 
so that thoro was a wicked Bible in each 
language. 


Tho "Vinegar" Bible was printed in 1717, 


and is so-called from the headline of Lnko 
xx, which, in it, is mado to road. 
"The 


parable of tho vinegar," instead of "tho 
parablei of tho Vineyard." 
Tho printer of 


this edition was ono John Basket, of Of- 
ford, and from its many errors in spelling 
and punctuation, it was sometimes called," 
"A Basket full of errors." 


Tho "Eel-pot" Bible wag the 
edition 


translated by Eliot for tho Indians. 
De- 


scribing, by tho sign of crossing his lingers, 
what ho thought would represent tho "lat- 
tice-work" through which (ho mother of 
Sise_rn cried, (Judges v. 2SJ, he asked the 
Indians for the proper word for it, and 
they gave him one, which he inserted in 
his translation, supposing, of course, it was 
right.

If t'jere be 
any weir, trap, or oilier stationary contrivance, used 
or Ilio purpose of catching or obstructing tbe paaaaga 
if flftli in that part thereof, where the nsh are UEiiaUy 
akf-n, the netting at the mouth of the tame Bhall be 
JoaU'd to the surface of the water so as to effectually 
lose tho mouth (hereof during the weekly olofietlme ; 
o that during eaid time ths iieli may have & free, uu- 
bstructed passage, ami no device thall bo placed in 
"7 I'art of Bald liiuitu which Eliall tend to hinder 
tich Jiah from rimuing up tho waters of snch river. 
n cjio the eiiciosnro where the flgh arfl taljen is fur- 
jlslied with a board floor, an opening three feet wide 
hall be made, extending from the floor to the top of 
he weir, trap or other contrivances ; provided, how- 
vor, that nothing herein Khali bo BO construed as 
o apply to tho fihad and herring fisheries In the tribu- 
arie.H of Narraganeett Bay. 


SEO 2. The Commissioners of Inland Pieheriea 


halt havo a general supervision of all matters relat- 
ng to tho subject contained iu the first section of 
Us act, nnd may mafee all nee3fnl regulatloDa lo 
arry out the provisions described In said section, and 
tiall, from time to time, eiamlne all the weirs, trapa 
r other conlrivauces. with a view of carrying out 
ach rogalattons 2.3 are most beneficlil to the peopl 
f the State, and fhatl prosecute for the violation of 
uch regulations. 
They may co-operate with tho 


ieh Commissioners of other States, and shall make 
n annual report to tho General Assembly of their 
Dings, with such ficta and suggestions in relation

aid first section, shall set any weir, trap, or coutriv- 
locs, contrary to such provisions, shall upon con- 
ctiou bo flneci not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
r b-a imprisoned not exceeding three months, or 
oth, in the discretion of the court before whom the 
tTender shall be tried. 
SEC, 4. All acts and parla of acts Inconsistent with 
e provisions cf this act are repealed. 
And the Commissioners give- notice that it IB their 
tentiou to enforce the above to the utmost of their 
iliity. To do this they desire tho hearty co-opera- 
on of all persona interested in tho eame. It is their 
tent Joe to appoint deputies EO that supervision may 
had of all traps, pounds, weirs, &c., in all waters 
tho State, as described in Chapter 751. 
They will bs.glad If persons Interested will report 


to them any violations of the above chapter, that m&y 
escape the notice of the Commissioners or of their 
deputies, but desire to have it distinctly understood 
that no attention will be paid to any communication 
milcg-ilhe com plain an I ia prepared to take oat ii or 
can produce one or more witnesses to take oath as to 
the time and place of violation.
